Kentucky's crop prospects ara bet* 
tor sinoa Che general lalne bat tiiere 
will BtUl ba s great reduction in the 
corn, potato, tobacco and hemp crops 
eosBpaiad to thoee of 1917. Tbaoorn 
crop now promises about 25 per cent 
less than in 1917; tobacco about 20 par 
cent less; and potatosa abont 38 per 
cent less. Considerably more oats 
were produced in Kentucky this year 
than in 1917; and a very fine bay crop, 
larger than in 1917. Altho the potato' 
crop ia much smaller than io 1917 it 
sheold ba raaaa ni batad tbattliaUn 
prop waa v ary l^gia.

I teiw this metM of swdiiig 
to Mf Xrifoda httk sthont these 
Itw wovda of grwting feom o¥er 
hera. I have been on this side 
of the Atlantic since April 8th. 
Daring that time I have seen a 
goodly part of England, what re- 
mains of Belguim and the whole 
of France from the north to 
Masseilles and Nice on the Medi- 
terranean Sea. A convalscent 
leave after an appendix operation 
gave me the i^portiuiity of see- 
ing Sootham Fteet. 

Oar first atop in FmuoB was in 
a amall villaga aoBM diatanea 
badi tnm tba lona ci war ac- 
thritiea. Here we were brooght 
into dooa eontrtet with typical 
Frendi rwnl life. The people 
w«re generaoB* hospitable and 
appreciative of our timely com- 
ing. In spite of the handicap of 
a foreien language, which very 
few of U9 had ever studied, our 
men associated much with our 
foreign allies. We managed to 
pick up enough words and phras- 
,erto aaaww in monoaytfables 
Ifaair qoaatisBi, wfaleh jon eoold 
oaaallj tell bf tha iiiloetiOB of 
thoir mioa. All our bof • aro 
fast kamara aod many will come 
back to the states wtth s Farisian 
aecant aa wall aa awBoata. 

There are many things we 
could profitably learn from the 
French, but, I think, there are 
far more that they could learn 
from us. Their methods of agri 
culture are antiquated. Their 
crops of grain are harvested by 
hand as we did two or three 
generations ago. This is done 
from necessity, mostly by the 
patriotic and indnstrioos women. 

The roads of France are simply 
splendid. I motond with a friand 
thro the Franeh AlpajMarthe 
Itdlan-Swiaa boafdar. The roads 
ava wondacfol pcodoeto of en- 
ganearinff aidIL Thay are per- 
fectly graded nnd ao cousirucied 
that you will reach a great alti- 
tude with an almost impercepti' 
ble incline. The scenery of 
this region is delightful. 

1 spent a few days in the 
French Capital, and took advan- 
tage of seeing many things of 
interest there,— especially inter- 
esting to one <m his first visit to 
Piria. IwiUnot take the time 
totolloltiiaae.

Of eonrae I cannot tail yoo 
much about tlie war. — the thing 
that the people in United Stotes, 
as well as everywhere else, are 
most interested in. I could not 
give you an adequate Idea of 
what I would like if I were allow- 
ed perfect liberty by the censor. 
The best descriptions of condi- 
tions in this war are found in the 
magazine articles written by cor- 
roepondents who have been here 
and seen.

As to the duration of this war, 
I am getting more optimistic in 
regard to an early finish.

I believe in God and that out 
of this night of darkness and 
death He will bring a day that 
will be brighter and better than 
it was before.

In the quiet of his humble 
home he heard the mutterings of 
the coming storm, and prepared to 
meet it. He did not believe that 
secession was right or that it was 
a remedy for any wrong that had 
been committed and be regarded 
tin diaola^foa of tbo Uni<mas 
thesreiteatcalaanty tfaatcoold 
boteO tlM cooalry Noctb and 
Sooth. Eafcertaiaittg theee views 
heoppoaed BeatraHty e s p o uaed 
the cause of the government,and 
boldly and unequivocally took 
his stand for the Union, the con- 
stitution and tba eafoeeament of 
the laws. 

Accepting the declaration of 
those in authority that the war 
was not waged in any spirit of 
oppression, or for conquest, but 
toreatoratbe rightful authority 
of tlwfloaKBBMataad went to 
work aad laiaad a ragteal, tbe 
FiritKaafeky Gavahy. which 
waaaeeaptadaad muiterad iato 
the service wMi biv aa ito Colo- 
nel. He was not a *af»tiMmn We 
doubt whether he ever studied 
Hardee or any other authority. 
He had seen service as a private 
in the war with Mexico, and he 
knew how to ride a horse, not 
gracefully it is true, but securely, 
and, best of all. he had the cour- 
arge to get in front' when duty 
aad daagwr caUad bun.

Ck)nfederate8 were compelled to 
l^traat In the charge Wolford 
waa woaadad, bat be Inpthis 
aaddle. A maaiag figbt waa 
kept op for aefecal nilaB and 
Wolford wii eaniad oobrthe 
retraatiag Confederates. Gen. 
Morgan seeing that he was ser- 
iously wounded urged him to ac- 
cept a parole. This he declined 
to do, saying that the fight was 
not over, ahd it might be, at its 
close, he would have the pleasure 
of receiving parole. The pursuit 
having become more vigorous, 
and . Wolford tweoauiig faint 
from loaa of blood be waa lifted 
fromUa bone aad left by the 
road aide wbare Ida eoMnand 
found bim. He wai vaaMvad to 
a honae in the neishborfaood 
where lie lingered for some time 
between life and death. Al- 
though Morgan and Wolford 
were engaged in many fights it 
did not have the effect of dimin- 
ishing their respect for each 
other. 

Their exchanges of courtesies 
were sometimes out^of tbe ordi- 
nary for tiaiea ^ Wir aad be.
